THE  AUDIO  VISUAL  AIDS  CLUB 


The  Audio  Visual  Aids  Club  is  an  organization  which  has  been  organized  in 
our  high  school  to  help  teachers  present  information  to  the  pupil  which  will 
maintain  his  interest  and  help  him  to  better  understand  what  is  going  on  in 
the  world  around  him.
